Your  District  covers  an  area  of  640  acres  and  has  an 
estimated  population  for  mid  1937  of  2,078  ( Registrar- General' s 
figures ) .

I am  happy  to  record  the  death  rate  for  the  second  year  in 
succession  shows  a slight  decrease  and  compares  favourably  with 
other  parts  of  the  Country. 

During  1937  the  town  was  singularly  free  from  infectious 
diseases  except  for  the  epidemic  of  influenzia  during  the  months 
of  Januaiy  , February  and  March,  1937,  and  from  which  the 
Countiy  as  a whole  suffered.
